Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amended claims and the new claim have not been searched and require further consideration. Regarding 
the argument that the cited references do not teach, mention or suggest that the resonant peak which occurs with the specimen in the 
cavity has a lower Q value than the resonant peak without a speciment present, this disclosed feature has not been claimed and therefore 
the argument is deemed to be without merit. Regarding the argument that certain claims are "based on the fact" that the moisture content of 
each coat layer can be determined independently of each other, which is not taught in the cited references, this feature has also not been 
clamed . 
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
